ANNUAL  REPORT

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Hygiene  Conditions 
and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  District  for  the  year  1952. 

It  includes  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  is  compiled 
to  conform  with  Articles  6 (3)  and  17  (5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers 
(Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  and  it  incorporates  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular,  2/53,  dated  22nd 
January,  1953. 

In  accordance  with  paragraph  5 of  the  above  circular  the  dis- 
tribution of  this  report  is  a wide  one  and  includes: — 

The  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Ministry  of  Food. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  been  good  during  the  year.  The 
Vital  Statistics  shew  that  both  the  birth  and  death  rates  are  slightly 
below  those  of  England  and  Wales.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note 
that  for  the  third  consecutive  year  there  have  been  no  deaths  of 
mothers  due  to  child  birth. 

The  population  has  increased  by  over  1 ,000  in  the  year,  and  at 
38,370  is  in  marked  contrast  to  1937  when  it  was  22,840  ; in  fact 
it  has  nearly  doubled  itself  in  the  last  15  years.  The  conditions 
under  which  the  population  live,  e.g.,  housing,  water  supplies, 
sewerage  and  public  cleansing  are  fully  dealt  with  in  the  report, 
and  generally  speaking  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made,  while 
the  prospects  for  1953  especially  with  regard  to  housing  are  excellent. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
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Council  and  those  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  co- 
operation and  assistance,  and  also  the  Council  officials  mentioning 
especially  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  without  whose  work  this  Report 
would  not  have  been  possible.

*NOTE. — The  corrected  Birth  and  Death  Bates  are  obtained  by  multiplying 
the  Crude  Rates  by  the  factors  1.04  and  1.02  respectively.  These  factors 
are  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and  serve  to  make  the  Crude 
Rates  for  the  District  comparable  with  the  Rates  for  the  country  as  a 
whole,  or  with  the  rates  of  any  other  area,  whose  Rates  have  been 
similarly  modified. 


GENERAL  PROVISION 

OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 
Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens,  and  analyses  of 
milk  and  ice  cream  samples,  etc.,  is  carried  out  at  the  laboratory 
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of  the  Gloucester  Royal  Hospital,  under  the  Medical  Research 
Council  scheme.  (There  is  no  charge  for  this  work). 

Water  and  sewage  analyses,  taken  by  this  department,  are 
carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Analysts,  Messrs.  Ellis  & Turner, 
Public  Analysts,  Gloucester. 

Water  analyses  of  the  Gloucester  Corporation  water  supplies 
are  carried  out  by  the  Corporation  Analyst. 

Hospitals. 

The  Council  have  no  responsibility  for  arranging  hospital 
treatment,  except  with  regard  to  old  people  in  need  of  care  and 
attention  and  dealt  with  under  the  National  Assistance  Acts. 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  Gloucester  City 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Over,  which  is  administered  by  the  Gloucester, 
Stroud  and  Forest  Management  Committee. 

Child  Welfare  Centres. 

These  Centres  are  under  the  general  administration  of  the  Area 
Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  County  Council,  but  as  this  Committee 
is  composed  of  members  of  this  Council  together  with  members  of 
Tewkesbury  Borough  and  Newent  Rural  District  Council,  it  is  felt 
that  the  following  particulars  of  the  work  done  by  the  Centres  in  the 
District  are  of  interest. 

A new  Child  Welfare  Centre  has  been  sanctioned  for  the 
Hucclecote/Barnwood  area  and  it  is  hoped  to  open  it  early  in  1953. 

The  valuable  work  done  at  these  Centres  is  shewn  in  Table  4, 
and  very  great  thanks  are  due  to  the  Voluntary  Committees  and 
helpers.

Home  Help  Service. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Area  Health  Committee 
of  the  County  Council.  It  has  many  uses,  not  the  least  of  which 
is  that  it  often  enables  the  family  to  keep  together  by  providing 
just  the  extra  domestic  help  needed.  It  also  often  saves  a number 
of  cases  from  having  to  be  admitted  to  hospital,  and  thus  not  only 
makes  beds  available  for  more  urgent  cases,  but  also  saves  the  tax- 
payer. 

The  main  types  of  disability  dealt  with  are  maternity,  general 
sickness,  tuberculosis  and  chronic  sickness  or  old  age.  In  December, 
1952,  75  cases  of  this  type  were  being  looked  after  and  there  were 
60  part-time  home  helps  in  the  District.

In  accordance  with  the  Gloucester  Corporation  Water  Act, 
1945,  the  Corporation  lays  mains  as  required  by  this  Council,  subject 
to  sanction  for  major  extensions  being  given  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the  County  Council  for  the 
purpose  of  loans  and  grants.

Water  Supplies  are  obtained  from  : 

i.  Cheltenham  and  Gloucester  Joint  Water  Board  reservoir 
at  Church  down  where  the  supply  is  obtained  from  the 
River  Severn  with  purification  works  at  Tewkesbury. 
The  capacity  of  this  reservoir  is  6,000,000  gallons  and 
additional  storage  is  under  consideration. 

ii.  Witcombe  reservoir. 

iii.  Two  pumping  stations  in  the  Ncwent  Rural  District. 

All  supplies  are  sterilised  and  are  satisfactory  bacteriologically. 
The  supplies  are  however,  hard,  especially  those  from  Newent, 
very  occasionally  there  is  an  unpleasant  taste  in  the  supplies.  It  is 
considered  that  this  is  due  to  the  action  of  the  sterilising  chemicals 
on  impurities  in  the  River  Severn,  which  are  beyond  the  control  of 
the  Water  Board.

The  parish  of  Eastington  and  a few  houses  in  Frocester  are 
supplied  with  water  from  this  source. 

No  complaints  of  this  supply  have  been  received  during  the  year 
and  all  analyses  received  from  the  Water  Engineer  shewed  the 
supplies  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 

Frocester  Estate  Supply. 

This  supplies  almost  the  whole  village  and  a sample  taken 
during  the  year  was  satisfactory  both  bacteriologically  and  chemi- 
cally. 

Cheltenham  Corporation  Waterworks. 

Supplies  from  this  source  come  from  the  River  Severn  at 
Tewkesbury,  via  the  Joint  Board  reservoir  at  Churchdown.

Gloucestershire  County  Council  Supply. 

This  supplies  a number  of  houses  in  the  parishes  of  Standish 
and  Moreton  Valence. 

The  water  is  obtained  from  hill-side  springs  and  is  stored  in 
small  reservoirs  prior  to  distribution. 

The  supplies  were  not  satisfactory  during  the  year  and  on  the 
advice  of  this  department,  the  reservoir  feeders  are  being  piped  in, 
and  a chlorinating  plant  will  be  installed  if  necessary. 

Newnham  Waterworks. 

This  supply  has  not  been  used  since  Gloucester  Corporation 
water  supplies  became  available  in  January,  1948. 

Well  Supplies. 

Wells  in  the  District  are  practically  entirely  of  the  surface 
type  and  are  consequently  very  liable  to  pollution,  as  will  be  seen 
from  Table  5,  which  shews  that  only  4 out  of  62  well  supplies  were 
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satisfactory.  Well  supplies  should  therefore  always  be  boiled  before 
being  used  for  drinking  purposes.

I have  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  reports  on  the 
Cheltenham  and  Gloucester  Joint  Water  Board  and  the  Stroud 
Water  Board  supplies,  which  are  sent  to  me  by  the  courtesy  of 
the  City  Water  Engineer  and  the  Stroud  Water  Board's  Engineer 
respectively.  The  other  analyses  are  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
analyst.  Table  6 is  submitted  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/53  and  shews  the  number  of 
private  houses  and  population  with  main  water  supplies  available. 

During  the  year,  about  6 miles  of  new  main  was  laid  in  the 
District  and  a further  467  houses  were  connected  to  main  water 
supplies.  It  is  possible  that  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment Circular  54/52  will  restrict  the  laying  of  new  mains  in  the 
future,  as  this  circular  requires  a very  emphatic  statement  from  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  a main  water  supply  is  absolutely 
essential,  as  distinct  from  desirable,  in  the  interests  of  Public  Health. 
In  addition  to  private  houses  with  main  supplies,  main  water  is 
also  available  for  the  hospitals,  R.A.F.  stations,  hostels,  residential 
schools  and  ex-service  camps  in  the  District. 


Shortage  of  Water  Supplies. 

No  major  complaints  of  shortage  were  reported,  but  the 
Department  carted  water  to  one  property  which  is  annually  short 
and  where  main  supplies  are  not  economically  practicable.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


Report  by  the  Surveyor  : — 


(1)  Refuse  Collection. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  refuse  collection  organisation 
has  been  severely  tested  due  to  the  noticeable  increase  of  population 
in  the  urbanised  part  of  the  district.  In  spite  of  this  added  burden 
the  service  has  operated  quite  satisfactorily  and  there  have  been 
few  complaints.  The  principal  criticism,  which  seems  to  originate 
from  newcomers  to  the  district  who  have  had  the  benefit  of  more 
elaborate  and  comprehensive  collection  services,  is  that  the  bins  are 
collected  from  the  entrances  and  not  the  rear  of  the  properties. 
This  does  not  appear  to  be  a very  serious  grievance  and  the  additional 
cost  involved  would  make  the  method  prohibitive  in  this  area. 
Furthermore,  it  is  quite  apparent  that  there  will  be  little  likelihood 
of  recruiting  the  necessary  additional  labour.  This  shortage  of 
manpower  is  still  a most  serious  handicap. 

The  tips  at  Arlingham,  Frampton-on-Severn  and  Sandhurst 
are  still  in  operation  and  will  be  adequate  for  some  time.  It  is 
noticeable  that  far  more  paper  is  in  evidence  in  the  refuse  now  that 
this  material  has  little  salvage  value.  In  consequence  it  is  proving 
much  more  difficult  to  keep  the  tips  in  a tidy  and  sanitary  condition. 
It  is  most  desirable,  particularly  in  the  country  areas,  that  all 
destructible  refuse  should  be  dealt  with  on  the  premises  by  burying 
or  burning  with  a view  to  reducing  the  rates  and  improving  the 
health  of  the  district. 

The  vehicles,  after  several  years  wear,  are  still  giving  good 
service  at  reasonable  cost  and  there  have  been  no  accidents  of  any 
consequence. 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

In  past  reports  the  emphasis  has  been  on  the  main  works  at 
Longford  and  this  is,  of  course,  the  principal  responsibility  of  the 
department,  but  in  addition  to  this  undertaking  there  are  other 
parochial  drainage  systems  at  Newnham,  Eastington  and  Maisemore 
also  the  works  serving  the  Maidenhall  estate  at  Highnam  which 
is  now  under  the  control  of  the  local  Authority.  In  addition  to  the 
foregoing  there  are  four  main  pumping  stations  in  the  district  and 
the  department  has  charge  of  the  disposal  systems  in  connection 
with  the  Council’s  housing  schemes,  seven  of  which  are  mechanically 
operated.  These  do  not  include  various  camp  installations  which 
are  regarded  as  transient. 

With  the  steady  growth  of  the  population  the  demands  on  the 
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department  naturally  become  greater  and  it  is  still  proving  im- 
possible to  recruit  labour  in  sufficient  quantities  to  bring  our 
personnel  up  to  establishment  strength.  Nevertheless,  I am  able 
to  report  that,  generally  speaking,  the  drainage  systems  and  sewerage 
plants  are  giving  very  satisfactory  service. 

The  flow  at  the  main  Longford  works  is  increasing  progressively 
and,  in  common  with  other  works  throughout  the  country  the 
domestic  use  of  detergents  is  an  added  problem  in  sewage  puri- 
fication. It  is  gratifying  to  report,  and  again  I would  say  that 
credit  is  due  to  the  Superintendent,  General  Assistant  and  the 
Foreman,  that  the  effluent  from  the  works  continues  to  satisfy 
the  Eighth  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  increasing  population  is  bringing  about  a corresponding 
increase  in  the  provision  of  piped  water  supplies  and  throughout  the 
district  out-lying  properties  are  gradually  being  connected  to  the 
public  mains  as  they  extend.  This  means,  automatically,  that  the 
need  for  further  main  drainage  schemes  is  becoming  more  acute  in 
various  parts  of  the  district  from  day  to  day.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  possible  to  re-submit 
abandoned  sewerage  schemes  and  new  projects  to  the  Ministry, 
with  a reasonable  chance  of  approval.

Drainage  and  Sewerage  in  Areas  without  Main  Sewers. 

In  the  more  rural  and  less  built-up  parts  of  the  District,  where 
there  are  no  main  sewers,  sewage  disposal  of  many  houses  is  often 
unsatisfactory  and  sewage  discharges  untreated  or  inadequately 
treated  into  adjacent  ditches  or  streamlets. 

There  are  about  16  miles  of  sewer-ditches  in  the  District,  most 
of  them  being  in  the  southern  parishes  lying  to  the  east  of  the  River 
Severn.  The  Council  employs  a full-time  workman  to  shred  and 
clean  these  ditches,  and  he  keeps  them  as  satisfactorily  as  possible, 
dealing  with  complaints  as  they  arise. 

The  following  small  schemes  of  improvement  are  in  hand. 

The  Council's  consulting  engineers  have  in  hand  schemes  for 
laying  sewers  in  Vicarage  Lane,  Brockworth,  and  for  extending  the 
sewer  in  Cheltenham  Road  East. 

An  extension  in  Green  Street,  Brockworth,  is  in  hand. 

Two  other  small  schemes  of  piping  ditches  are  in  hand  at  Saul 
and  Quedgeley. 
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Pollution  of  Rivers,  Streams,  etc. 

The  River  Severn  Board,  an  Authority  created  under  the 
River  Boards  Act  1948,  is  responsible  for  the  administration  and 
enforcement  of  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Act  of  1876.

Shops  Act,  1950. 

Responsibility  for  the  administration  of  Section  38,  sub-sections 
3,  4 and  5 were  delegated  to  this  Authority  by  the  County  Council 
in  May  1952.  These  sub-sections  deal  with  the  health  conditions 
of  shop  workers.  41  inspections  were  made,  and  11  defects  were 
found  and  remedied. 


Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  April  1st,  1952,  and  lays  down  that 
this  Authority  inspects  pet  shops  and  issues  licences  where  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  are  complied  with.  One  licence  was  issued 
during  the  year,  a fee  of  10/-  being  charged. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  (Section  107)  the  only 
designated  offensive  trades  are  two  Knacker’s  Yards  situated  at 
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Sandhurst  and  Longlevens  well  away  from  human  habitation. 

51  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  conditions 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Acts,  1928-1936. 

109  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  storage  of 
petroleum  spirit,  and  1 for  the  storage  of  calcium  carbide. 

Outworkers. 

Notifications  of  3 outworkers  were  received  during  the  year, 
9 visits  were  paid  and  working  conditions  were  satisfactory. 

Caravans  and  Camping. 

There  are  a considerable  number  of  caravans  in  the  District. 
During  the  year  32  licences  were  issued  for  individual  caravans  and 
there  are  now  3 licenced  camping  sites. 

Encouragement  is  given  to  individuals  who  wish  to  provide 
camping  sites,  and  a well  run  site  is  of  great  value  in  reducing  the 
housing  shortage.

The  services  provided  are  good,  although  the  condition  of  many 
huts  is  poor.  Where  there  are  bucket  latrines,  these  are  emptied 
by  the  Council’s  contractor  (S.  R.  Hailes,  Moreton  Valance). 
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The  Council’s  policy  is  to  re-house  the  tenants  and  then 
demolish  the  huts.  During  the  year  32  huts  were  demolished, 
making  a total  demolished  up  to  December  31st,  1951,  of  105. 

Canal  Boats  Acts  and  Regulations  1877-1936. 

The  Gloucester  Port  Health  Authority  is  the  registration 
Authority  and  carries  out  the  necessary  duties. 

This  Council  contributes  22  per  cent,  of  the  administrative 

cost. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Facilities. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  District,  but  con- 
siderable use  is  made  of  the  River  Severn,  especially  at  Wainlode 
Hill  and  Rodley  Sands.  Owing  to  impurities  in  the  river,  it  cannot 
be  recommended  for  bathing  purposes,  but  no  illness  from  so  doing 
has  been  reported  to  this  Department. 

Disinfestation  (Bed  Bugs,  etc.). 

Two  infested  houses  were  reported  and  were  disinfested  by  this 
Department  with  Gammexane  smoke. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

Report  by  The  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  past  year  has  shown  the  result  of  a steady  campaign  against 
rats  and  mice.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  number  of  treat- 
ments necessary  as  the  result  of  inspections  has  decreased.  This 
applies  especially  to  private  houses. 

The  rodent  operator  (Mr.  F.  Evans)  appointed  11th  February, 
1952,  has  carried  out  his  work  efficiently  as  will  be  seen  bv  the

The  Council  have  contracts  with  a small  number  of  business 
premises  and  other  Authorities  for  regular  disinfestation  and  super- 
vision and  this  brings  in  a fair  amount  to  offset  the  cost  of  the 
service.

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SCHOOLS. 


Many  of  the  schools  in  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  District 
are  of  old  construction,  and  although  the  hygiene  conditions  pro- 
vided when  they  were  built  were  average  and  probably  above 
average  for  the  District,  a number  are  now  below  the  average  of 
hygiene  which  may  reasonably  be  expected. 

Defects  are  noted  at  school  medical  inspections  and  are  reported 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  major  dilficulty  in  providing  water  closets  and  adequate 
washing  facilities  is  the  lack  of  ability,  owing  to  the  configuration 
of  the  land,  to  dispose  of  water-borne  sewage. 

The  following  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  1952  or 
are  in  view  : — 


i.  Westbury-on-Severn  New  W.C.’s  have  replaced  bucket 

School  latrines. 

ii.  Quedgeley  School  New  W.C.’s  have  replaced  bucket 

latrines. 


iii.  Longney  School 

iv.  Haresfield  School 

v.  Whitminster  School 


Work  in  hand  to  provide  W.C.’s  and 
sewerage  early  in  1953. 

W.C.’s  are  under  consideration  and 
it  is  proposed  to  connect  up  sewerage 
with  sewage  disposal  plant  for  the 
new  Council  houses. 

A scheme  is  under  consideration  to 
provide  W.C.’s  and  to  connect  up 
with  this  Council’s  existing  small 
sewage  disposal  works  for  their 
Council  houses.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supplies. 

The  District  remains  a large  milk  producing  one  and  there  are 
probably  400-500  milk  producers.  Most  of  the  milk  produced  is 
consumed  outside  the  District  and  a large  amount  is  pasteurised 
at  factories  in  the  City.  A large  consumer  of  milk  produced  is 
processed  at  Messrs.  Cadbury’s  factory  at  Frampton-on-Severn. 
This  factory  has  a daily  capacity  of  40,000  gallons  and  the  average 
consumed  during  the  year  was  27,235  gallons  per  day. 

Milk  production  is  an  important  part  of  the  agricultural  industry 
in  the  District,  and  this  industry  is  undoubtedly  the  most  important 
one  in  the  District  when  considered  in  connection  with  the  health 
and  well-being  of  the  population. 

The  supervision  of  farms  and  standard  of  milk  production  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  but  this 
Department  is  often  called  in  to  advise  on  drainage  and  water  supply 
problems.

Bakehouses.

The  bakehouses  in  the  District  are  mostly  small  ones,  and  most 
bread  consumed  is  produced  in  large  modern  bakehouses  outside  the 
District. 


Hygiene  in  Food  Shops. 

Shop-keepers  are  provided  with  notices  requesting  customers 
not  to  bring  their  dogs  into  food  shops.  These  are  appreciated  by 
the  shop-keepers  and  undoubtedly  have  a good  effect. 

Slaughtering  of  Home-Fattened  Pigs. 

This  Department  inspects  carcases  on  request  and  74  inspections 
were  carried  out.  Two  whole  carcases  were  condemned  during  the 
year. 
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MEAT. 


Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924-1948. 

Transport  and  Handling  of  Meat. 

Slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  centralised  slaughter-houses 
in  Gloucester,  Ebley  and  Cinderford,  from  which  it  is  transported 
in  special  purpose  lorries  to  butcher’s  shops.  The  general  standard 
of  lorries  and  equipment  appears  to  be  on  the  up  grade  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received  from  butchers.  Periodic  inspections 
are  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Two  slaughter  houses  at  Churchdown  and  Brookthorpe  are  in 
occasional  use  for  slaughtering  of  home-fattened  pigs. 

16  private  slaughter  houses  continue  to  be  licenced,  and  38 
slaughtermen  have  been  licenced.

The  total  weight  of  just  over  one  ton  of  food  condemned  cannot 
be  considered  high.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  tinned  or  preserved 
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foods  were  greater  offenders  than  fresh  food.  The  large  amount 
of  fresh  fish  condemned  was  mainly  due  to  a consignment  delivered 
to  the  Royal  Air  Force  at  Innsworth,  which  consisted  of  cod  infested 
with  a rather  rare  type  of  parasite  (Filaria  Bicolor). 

Ice  Cream. 

No  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  the  District.  There  are  51 
licenced  retailers,  an  increase  of  1 on  1952.  The  ice  cream  sold  is 
pre-packed  and  manufactured  by  wholesalers  outside  the  District. 
Two  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  both  were  satisfactory. 
The  premises  where  ice  cream  is  sold,  are  regularly  inspected. 

Adulteration. 

The  relevant  sections  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  are 
administered  by  the  County  Council. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Three  isolated  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Two  were 
civilians  and  one  a service  case.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Tables  27  to  29  shew  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease  during  the  year  divided  into  parishes  and  age  groups. 

Diphtheria  and  Immunisation. 

Tables  21  to  23  give  details  as  to  Diphtheria  immunisation 
which  has  been  obtained  from  the  County  Public  Health  Department 
as  they  are  of  interest  to  this  Council. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  was  no  case  of  diph- 
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theria  during  the  year. 

Small  Pox  or  Typhoid. 

No  suspected  typhoid  or  smallpox  contacts  were  notified  during 
the  year. 


Infantile  Paralysis  (Acute  Polio-iVlyelitis). 

Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  ; none  were  fatal. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  IN  SCHOOLS. 

Table  20  shews  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  according 
to  weekly  returns  submitted  during  term  times  by  Head-teachers. 

There  was  a considerable  reduction  in  the  total  number  of 
cases,  being  562  in  1952  compared  with  1,530  in  1951.  The  greatest 
drops  were  in  measles,  189  cases  compared  with  760  and  in  influenza, 
from  415  to  29.  The  table  is  of  interest  as  it  shews  the  incidence  of 
chicken  pox  and  mumps  which  are  not  notifiable  by  General 
Practitioners.

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  above  Regulations  and  Act 
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Re-housing  of  Tuberculosis  Gases. 

Of  the  243  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  District  41  are  living  in 
Council  houses,  and  of  course  most  of  the  other  cases  are  living  under 
satisfactory  conditions.  During  the  year  7 cases  of  bad  housing 
were  reported  to  the  Tenants  Selection  Sub-Committee.  One  of 
these  cases  did  not  want  a Council  house  and  two  were  satisfactorily 
re-housed.  This  re-housing  figure  is  not  high,  and  it  cannot  be 
stressed  too  much  that  good  housing  is  one  of  the  essentials  in  the 
cure  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis.
